Doctors Lose 
Insurance-- 
Will Depart 


DETROIT <AP) - Three of 


eight department directors at 
Hutzel Hospital, responsible for 
treating thousands of indigent 
gynecology and obstetrics pa- 
tients, are losing their in- 
surance against malpractice. 


As a result the doctors say 


they will have to quit practicing 
medicine in Michigan. The 
other five directors are unsure 
how long their insurance will 
hold out. 


The doctors apparently are 


losing their insurance because 
their patients are financially 
poor and considered a high risk 
by insurance firms. 


Dr. Charles Boyce, chief of 


cancer gynecology, will lose his 
insurance June 25. Dr. Hassan 
Amirikia, another director, will 
lose his in September. And Dr. 
Frederico Mariona, chief of 
high-risk obstetrics, already 
has lost his insurance. 


"Unless immediate relief is 


provided, our department will 
have to severely curtail our pa- 
tient care functions," said Dr. 
Tommy Evans, chairman of the 
department of obstetrics and 


gynecology for Hutzel and the 
Wayne State University Medical 
School. 


"This will involve withdrawal 


of many medical care services 
which we believe to be critical 
for the people in Detroit and el- 
sewhere in Michigan," he said. 


Hutzel, which is the obstetrics 


center of the Detroit Medical 
Center and a teaching hospital 
for the university, provided 
maternity care for 2,500 in- 
digent women last year. The 
hospital also treated 397 new 
cases of pelvic cancer and had

On 
the other hand we have an as- 
sortment of left-wing regimes 
and people's democracies, in 
connection with which the mili- 
tary theme is very much soft- 
pedaled, even when we don't 
quite take at face value their 
own claim to be "peace-loving."

Congress established the Commis­ 
sion under the Federal Water Power 
.\ct of 1920 for the initial purpose of 
licensing 
hy dro-electric 
dams 
on 
nav igable streams. 
Later 
Congress 
ex panded 
its 
authority to regulate all electrical 
power production mov ing in interstate 
commerce. 
Subsequently as natural gas came to 
replace the artificial fuel distilled 
from the chemical breakdown of coal 
into coke, tar and other residues 
Congress added this resource to the 
FPC’s jurisdiction. 
F'or many y ears the Commission 
declined to assert any authority to 
regulate natural gas pricing. 
One of the early consumerism 
groups sued the F’PC into court ov er 
the issue. The Supreme (’ourt settled 
the argument by ruling the Commis­ 
sion was shedding one of its respon­ 
sibilities and unless C'ongress under­ 
took pricing the FPC must act. 
The decision lacked the impact then 
that it carries today because home 
heating was almost the sole outlet for 
the product. Later natural gas became 
a power source for electrical generat­ 
ing plants and a major raw material 
for petro-cheinicals. 
Under normal conditions a new 
demand for a product improv es its 
supplier's bargaining positioning.

jacketed this marketing truism by 
holding the base [irice to what the 
(’ommission fet !s is reasonable to 
charge the residential consumer and 
by allocation giv ing him a supply 
preference ov er the generating plants 
and jietro-chemicals 
This is great for the home heater. 
Not so great for electrical rates nor the 
farmer buy ing fertilizer as those twii 
major consuming eltmients must turn 
to high priced petroleum or coal. 
The div ersion in supply is the gas 
producers’ defensiv e reaction in going 
slow on bringing in new wells and 
releasing fuel from ex isting bores. 
This stakeout for one customer ov er 
another ty pifi(*s the gov ernmental way 
of going at things which puts a 
premium on giv ing a lift to one group 
without thinking through its effect on 
ev ery one. 
( omplele deregulation of gas prices, 
as adv ocated by Moody and others, 
could he too traumatic in its end 
result; but a more efficient utilization 
of this resource is long ov erdue.

their way. Presidents of some of 
this country’s 500 largest firms, 
with latge staffs at their bid­ 
ding, find it next to impossible 
to get the data, or clearcut 
rulings they need on crucial is­ 
sues such as energy pollution 
and price regulation. 
A series of presidents — to my 
own knowledge, Trum an, Ken­ 
nedy, Eisenhower, Johnson and 
Nixon — found it impossible to 
bring order out of the system. 
Four out of the fiv e found 
operating through the maze so 
difficult 
they 
resorted 
to 
unorthodox 
and 
sometimes 
illegal means to exert their will 
as 
president on their own 
executiv e 
organization. 
In 
defiance of civ il serv ice regula­ 
tions laid down by law, Ken­ 
nedy, Johnson and Nixon in­ 
serted their own men down the 
line at lev erage points not 
reserv ed for political appoin­ 
tees. 
If the labyrinth is difficult for 
the president of the United 


it is now necessary for m(» t in­ 
stitutions 
— 
whether 
businesses, univ ersities, states, 
major cities, trade associations, 
special or public interest groups 
— to hav e their owti lobbyists 
here, men and women who 
spend full time getting to know 
the right people and how to 
influence them. 
These groups, when possible, 
search out and employ the ul­ 
timate prize — a man who has 
been on the Federal Trade 
Commission, 
the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission, or in 
the Congress. Or someone who 
has been an administrator in a 
key department recently enough 
to know the right men suf­ 
ficiently well to hav e influence 
on their decisions. 
Successful 
colleges 
and 
univ ersities hire specialists in 
submitting proposals, men who 
know the decision m akers. 
Labor unions, business associa­ 
tions and other groups donate 
funds to senators and congress­ 
men with influence in the 
Executiv e as well as on Capitol 
Hill. 
No one would suggest that 
adm inistration in Washington 
has become as tangled as in 
young, inexperienced Ghana 
immediately 
after 
indepen­ 
dence. Nor is corruption here as 
great. The problem is that ad­ 
m inistrativ e confusion, bog- 
downs and uncoordination hav e 
increased year by year, whether 
under 
Democrats 
or 
Republicans — so that the im­ 
portance of knowing the right 
man has grown beyond all 
reason. 
It is becoming more and more 
difficult 
to 
accomplish 
anything, except the most rou­ 
tine actions, by going through 
proper official channels and 
following

Something funny happened on 
the way to the latest rally to 
denounce right-wing m ilitary 
dictatorships. The funny thing 
that happened was that someone 
l(M>ked up just what the v arious 
nations are spending on their 
arm ed forces. That someone 
was the U.S. Arms Control and 
D isarm am ent Agency, which 
has just publishixi some highly 
interesting figures. 
Of c*ourse, a particular set of 
images has tended to crystallize 
in the public consciousness. 
Perhaps they are indelible. On 
the one hand, we hav e assorted 
strong men and loathsome jun­ 
tas presiding ov er military des­ 
potisms, people like General 
Thieu or the regime in Chile. On 
the other hand we hav e an as­ 
sortm ent of left-wing regim es 
and people’s democracies, in 
wnnection with which the mili­ 
tary theme is v ery much soft- 
pedak*d. ev en when we don’t 
quite take at face v alue their 
own claim to be “ peace-lov ing.” 
L ‘t us. howev er, take a look at 
the figures. Cuba dev otes 5 per 
cent of its GNP to military ex­ 
penditures. and 16 of ev ery 1,000 
Cubans are soldiers. Brazil 
spends 2.1 per cent of its GNP 
on the m ilitary, and has 4 sol­ 
diers per 1,000 citizens. Which, 
therefore, 
is the 
“ m ilitary 
regim e” in common descrip­ 
tion? Brazil, of course. And 
Brazil is a common target of 
liberal obloquy, while it is 
generally considered “ enligh­ 
tened” and “ progressiv e” to 
adv oc'ate friendlier ties to Cuba. 
We similarly know that South 
Vietnam 
is 
a 
"m ilitary 
regim e.” 
South 
Vietnam 
di'v oK^s 18 per cent of its (i.NP to 
military purposes, North Viet­ 
nam spends 25 per cent of its 
( ;\P for the same thing, and, of 
course, rec'civ es highly sym­ 
pathetic 
treatm ent 
from 
a 
stream of libera! v isitors from 
the U.S.. Swtxlen. and other 
Wt'stern nations. 
Ov er in Korea, the Com­ 
munist North spt'nds 9 .4 pt*r 
cent on Us m iU lao. while the 
“ mllitarv regime” in the South 
spends 3.9 per <*€*nt. President 
Park of South Korea, of course, 


is the military despot. 
We 
are 
constantly 
being 
reminded of Germany’s m ili­ 
tary past, and dark hints are 
dropped from time to tim e 
about the rev iv al of militarism 
in West Germany. It is a com­ 
monplace of Sov iet and East 
German propraganda that the 
Bonn 
gov ernment 
is 
honeycombed with m ilitarists 
and poorly concealed Nazis. 
Peace-lov ing East Germany has 
12 soldiers of ev ery thousand 
people. West Germany has 8. 
Nolxxly has much to say about 
the regime in Albania, and it 
certainly is not the target of any 
special disapprov al. Albania 
has 23 citizens per thousand in 
the army and spends 10 per cent 
of its GNP to support it. Those 
scoundreals in South Africa 
sp<*nd 2.5 per cent of their GNP 
on m ilitary m atters, and hav e 
1.7 
soldiers 
per 
thousand 
population. 
Ev eryone knows that Spain is 
heav ily military, and the dicta­ 
torship there is on the no-gcxid 
list of nice enlightened people 
ev erywhere. Sweden, on the 
other hand, is a clean well- 
lighted place, the v ery model of 
welfarist 
progress! v ism. 
Sweden dev otes 3.5 per cent of 
its GNP to the military. Spain’s 
GNP is much sm aller, and it 
spt*nds only 3.1 per cent on its 
military. 
In her latest book, McGov er- 
nite actrt^ss Shirley MacLaine is 
effusiv ely adm iring of Red 
China, a peace-lov ing regim e 
that dev otes a smacking 8.2 pt*r 
cent of Its GNP to its military, 
one of the world’s highest per- 
ct‘ntages.

The main purpose of prepared 
childbirth classes, which are 
offered each month, is to 
acquaint expectant parents with 
the physical and emotional as­ 
pects of pregnancy, labor and 
delivery, accompanied by ins­ 
truction 
in 
breathing 
and 
relaxation techniques. These 
techniques have been proven 
effective in Europe for several 
decades and more recently in 
the United States, with the 
result of minimizing discomfort 
during labor and delivery 
without unnecessary medica­ 
tion. 
Husbands are trained to ac­ 
tively assist their wives and are 
encouraged to be present at the 
delivery of their child if doctors 
permit. In cas^ when the father 
is unable to atteftd classes, the 
mother may attend alone. 
Classes are held in an infor­ 
mal atmosphere and are taught 
by qualified instructors. Class 
instructors are parents who 
have experienced the Lamaze 
birth themselves, and who have 
undergone an intensive training 
prgram under Preparing Ex­ 
pectant Parents, a non-profit, 
lay organization with a medical 
advisory board. 
A new eight-week series of 
classes begins each month. For 
those couples who have not had 
their babies by the end of the 
series, classes will continue

A|1 class discussions *are 
designed to provide expectant

The first class will include a 
general introductiori to the his­ 
tory and theory of Lamaze 
techniques. Body toning exer­ 
cises and relaxation techniques 
will be introduced and prac­ 
ticed. The fears of pregnancy 
and delivery will be discussed 
along with a discussion of the 
role of the husband. 
In successive classy the 
symptoms and effects of labor 
and delivery will be discussed 
and the appropriate breathing 
techniques introduced.

Don't Let Kids Know 


Comics Good For Them

NEW YORK (AP) - There's 


a comic book on the market 
aimed specifically at teaching 
children to read better. Its' 
guiding principal is — don't let 
the kids know it's for their 
improvement. 


The comic is- "Spidey Super 


Stories" 
and 
Stan 
Lee, 


publisher and editor of the 
company which puts it out, 
says, "It looks like a regular 
comic book. -If a kid thought it 
was 
special, • he 
probably 


wouldn't read it. In no way do 
.we imply to the kids that it's 
beneficial. 


,Lee says that "The Electric 


Company," the television" show 
which is .a sisler show to 
. "Sesame Street," got'in touch 
with him a couple of years ago 
and said they were interested in 
helping children with remedial 
reading problems/ "They said 
they had found that nothing 
seems to fascinate children as 
much as comic books. If they 
could get kids to. read comic 
books, the lads would-leam that 
reading can be pleasurable and 
fun. 
If you begin to enjoy 


something, you increase your 


skill. Then kids would go on to. 
other types of reading. 


"They 
took a survey of 


children, and Spider Man 
turned out to. be the most 
popular comic book character. 
.They asked if we would do a 
special publication starring 
Spider Man, edited for remedial 
reading-type children." 


So, 
Children's 
Television 


Workshop, producers of "The 
Electric Company," and Man-el 
Comics went together into the 
new venture, which started in 
July 1974, calling it Spidey, 
already Spider Man's nickname 
in the comic strip. 


The comic is liked by kids and 


bought by enough of them lor it 
to be making money, Lee says, 
but he says he's committed 
enough to the idea of educating 
via comics for the company to 
keep it going even if it lost 
money! Especially interesting, 
to a person old enough to have 
lost touch with comic books, is 
Lee's statement that a comic 
book written 
for 
remedial 


readers is exactly the opposite 
of his company's usual practice. 


"The 
vocabulary 
in our 


comics is of college level. We 
will use any word at qll as long 
as it isn't vulgar — words like

We 
probably have as many readers 
la to 25 as we do 6 to 15."

""propaganda" is being promul- 
gated through comics but Lee, 
whose comic-producing com- 
pany is the world's largest, 
says, "Very frankly, we don't 
espouse any causes that are an- 
tisocial. Our plot lines and the 
underlying philosophy of it all 
are for the good of the human 
race — love thy brother and be 
tolerant. 


"Years ago people were 


worried about : hippies. The 
Mighty Thor met some hippies 
in the street and lectured them. 
He said it's perfectly okay to do 
whatever you want but nothing 
is ever accomplished by drop- 
ping out of the mainstream of 
life. He said the only way to 
improve anything is by par- 
ticipating in things. It was a 
not-too-subtle speech against 
just becoming a hippie and 
dropping out." 


Once, seven or eight years 


ago, one of the comics had a 
three-issue 
series 
on 
the 


dangers of drugs, that topic 
having been suggested by the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 


Lee, who is 52, has been 


interested in comics as a 
teaching medium since World 
War H. The Signal Corps was 
having 
a morale 
problem 


because corpsmen weren't get- 
ting paid on time. Lee devised a 
comic book that was a rewrite 
for the manual for payroll per- 
sonnel. From the comic book, 
they learned very quickly how to 
get the money to the men on 
time. 


"Next to film, the comic is the 


most visual and effective way of 
teaching," Lee says. "In many 
ways, it is better. You can only 
see a film once. You .can keep a 
comic book with you and read it 
at your own speed and read it 
again whenever you feel like 
it." 


The history of the comic book 


also 
is 
interesting. 
"The 


business is only about 35 years 
old," Lee says. "It ran in cycles 
for about 20 years; The trend 
would be to Westerns, then 
change to war stories or mon- 
ster stories or mysteries or 
humor or funny animal cartoons 
or romances. 


"About 15 yeare ago, our 


company, which had called it- 
self Atlas, changed its name to 
Marvel and came out with a new 
type of hero. At first it was 'The 
Fantastic Four,' a group of 
heroes in one book. It started a 
whole' 
new 
trend 
and 


superheroes have remainded 
the big sellers to this day."

The outlook for food supplies 


for March indicates that beef 
and fish will be two of the best 
protein values going. Beef 
supplies continue to be abun- 
dant and more and more 
specials are anticipated for the 
coming weeks. Best values will 
probably be on chuck cuts, 
rolled and standing rib roasts, 
hamburger stew meat, steer 
liver and even some of the high 
demand steaks, such as sirloin 
and rib steaks. If you can find a 
few extra dollars, lay in a few 
steaks now for summertime 
eating when steak prices are at 
their yearly highest level. 


Consumer demand for fish, 


mostly frozen fish, has been 
slow so there'll be specials of- 
fered along with the always 
economical choices, such as 
whiting and turbot There'll be 
some tuna specials on a number 
of national and private label 
brands, so go fishing for values, 
. It's corned beef and cabbage 
time in local 
supermarkets 


during March. Corned beef 
supplies increase now until St. 
Patrick's Day and you'll see 
specials advertised for the oc- 
casion. Throughout the year, 
only small stocks of corned beef 
are available, so look now for 
larger displays. • There 
are 


adequate supplies of cabbage 
now too, even though the crop is 
smaller than a year ago. Prices 
though are about the same as 


last year and quality is ex- 
cellent. So go ahead...serve 
corned beef and cabbage in 
honor of good old St. Pat and 
save at the same time. 


If you look closely at the 


displays in most all produce 
departments you'll know that 
spring is just around the corner. 
Hothouse and some Southern 
field grown rhubarb is now in 
peak supply, asparagus is just 
starting to come into markets in 
volume, fresh strawberries are 
already here from 
Florida, 


California and Mexico and large 
supplies of pineapples are ap- 
pearing at extremely reasona- 
ble prices for the season. Look 
for even further price decreases 
about mid-month as supplies 
increase even more. 


Though prices on some of

NEW YORK (AP) - There’s 
a comic book on the market 
aimed specifically at teaching 
children to read better. Its 
gu iding principal is — don’t let 
the kids know it’s for their 
improvement.

pu blisher and editor of the 
company which pu ts it ou t, 
says, ‘i t looks like a regu lar 
c*omic book. If a kid thou ght it 
was 
special, 
he 
probably 
wou ldn’t read it. In no way do 
we imply to the kids that it’s 
beneficial. 
Lee says that “ The Electric 
(’ompany,” the television show 
which is a sister show to 
“ Sesame Street,” got in tou ch 
with him a cou ple of years ago 
and said th ^ were interested in 
helping children with remedial 
reading problems. “They said 
they had fou nd that nothing 
seems to fascinate children as 
mu ch as comic books. If they 
cou ld get kids to read comic 
books, the kids wou ld leam that 
reading can be pleasu rable and 
fu n. If you begin to enjoy 
something, you increase you r 


skill. Then kids wTiu ld go on to 
other typt*s of reading.

They asked if we wou ld do a

Workshop, produ cers of “ The 
Elwtric (Company.” and Marvel 
('omics went together into the 
new ventu re, which started in 
Ju ly 19 74, calling it Spidey, 
already Spider Man’s nickname 
in the comic strip. 
The comic is liktid by kids and 
lK)u ght by enou gh of them for it 
to bi* making money, 
says, 
bu t he says he’s committed 
enou gh to the idea of iMlu cating 
via comics for the company to 
keep it going even if it lost 
money. Especially interesting, 
to a p<*rson old enou gh to have 
lost tou ch with comic books, is 
Lee’s statement that a comic

There are so many variations 


of the symptom of headache that 
it sometimes takes the most ar- 
duous investigation to track 
down its cause. 


Physicians who specialize in 


the diagnosis and treatment of 
headaches (and there are such 
specialists) now study the total 
patient from a medical and 
psychological point of view. 


The hereditary background, 


the social and economic struc- 
ture, and the occupation of the 
patient all play a role- in the 
production and eventual relief 
from headache. 


Doctors get their clues to the 


origin 
of headaches 
from 


minute details about when they 
occur, their frequency and their 
relationship to daily activity. 


Certain types of headaches 


are more quickly recognized 
than others. Migraine, for 
example, is one that is usally 
limited to half the head and may 
be associated with visual dis- 
turbances prior to the onset of 
the headache. 


Throbbing, 
pulsating 


headaches suggest some vas- 
cular origin. High blood pres- 
sure must then be ruled out. 


Sharp, shooting neuralgic 


pains in the head may be caused 
by sinus infection, dental dis- 
turbances or disorders of the 
jaw joint. 


Many people complain of 


headaches that are induced by 
psychological 
stress. 
The 


complexities of modern living 
are so great that one is rarely

NEW YORK - If you'd like to 


ride on a motorcycle or in a pa- 
trol car, walk a beat or work in 
a laboratory, do undercover 
work or staff a juvenile bureau, 
consider 
becoming 
a 


policewoman. 


Opportunities for women are 


plentiful in every aspect of 
modern police work, reports the 
March issue of "Seventeen." 
There are now close to 4,000 
full-time policewomen in the 
United States, and the number 
is rapidly growing. Today, it is 
illegal to discriminate against 
job applicants on the basis of 
sex. 


Starting pay for police work 


averages about $8,600 per year, 
with salaries much higher in 
large cities. A beginning officer 
in New York annually earns 
$11,944. Everywhere, police 
personnel 
are 
covered 
by 


medical, hospital and life in- 
surance, disability benefits and 
substantial pension plans. 


Requirements for police work 


include good physical health 
and stamina, an absence of 
marked deformities, normal 
hearing 
and 
20/20 
vision 


(usually corrective lenses are 
allowed). 
Overweight 
may 


result in disqualification; color 


blindness always does. 


In most municipalities you 


must be at least 21 years old 
(although some departments 
have 
cadet 
or 
trainee 


programs) and have a high 
school 
diploma 
or 
its 


equivalent. As crime detection 
grows more scientific, police 
authorities recommend that a 
student aiming for a law enfor: 
cement 
career 
emphasize 


chemistry, physics, mathema- 
tics 
and 
physical 
science 


courses. Also suggested are 
courses that develop the ability 
, to communicate ideas and facts. 


Although it's not required, 


applicants with advanced train- 
ing in criminology or police ad- 
ministration1 can expect to be 
better 
qualified 
for 


employment Law enforcement 
agencies strongly endorse a 
program of continuing educa- 
tion 
for 
applicants 
and 


members. 


For those who want a college 


education but can't afford it, 
being a police officer makes it 
possible. All police departments 
provide grants 
to pay for 


members' courses, up to and 
including doctoral programs. 


The FPI, too, is looking for 


young women, and the salary is 
even higher — $12,151 a year 


while in training school — but 
you must have a college degree. 
Other requirements are: 23 to 36 
years of age. United States ci- 
tizenship, good physical health 
and agility, a minimum height 
of five feet seven inches, 20/20 
corrected \ision, good hearing 
and a driver's license. 


In 1972, the FBI first began to 


assign qualified females to field 
duty, and since it's such a new 
career for women there are now 
only seven female FBI agents in 
the country. Eight more are in 
training at the FBI Academy in 
Quantico, Va. In addition, the

Service 
has 
begun 


recruiting women. 


One of the big advantages 


women have in undercovcrwork 
is that they go unnoticed in a 
crowd; people don't expect a 
chic young woman to be a 
security 
officer. 
Moreover,

when 


dealing'with a uniformed of- 
ficer, a feeling they don't have 
with one in civilian dress, 
especially when it's a woman. 
And when working on crimes 
committed against women — 
particularly rape — the female 
police officer has the advantage 
of empathy in dealing with the 
victims. 


Physicians very 
carefully rule out every con- 
ceivable factor before suggest- 
ing that chronic headaches are 
of psychogenic origin. 


There are many techniques by 


which the brain and its vascular 
system can be studied. X-rays, 
spinal taps and scanning of the 
brain rule out the more severe 
reasons for headache. 


Eye problems, 
especially 


glaucoma, may produce pain in 
the eye and in the head. Poor 
vision, unconnected by glasses, 
and eyestrain are possible 
causes, too. 


A condition known as "tem- 


poral arteritis" involves the 
temporal artery in the side of 
the head. This, too, .is ruled.o'ut 
in the complete* study of persis- 
tent headache. 


Far too many people remain 


devitalized and unproductive 
because 
'of 
persistent 


headaches. Many have tried 
wide varieties .of medicines 
without any benefit. The key, of 
course, to the eradication of 
headaches is to determine its 
exact cause by intensive study. 


Unless the cause is deter- 


mined, medical treatment at 
best is haphazard and rarely 
fruitful.

Migraine,

example, is one that is usally 
limitcxi to half the head and may 
be associated with visual dis­ 
turbances prior to the onset of 
the headache. 
Throbbing,

headaches suggest some vas­ 
cular origin. High blood pres­ 
sure must then be rukxl out. 
Sharp, 
shooting 
neuralgic 
pains in the head may be caused 
by sinus infection, dental dis­ 
turbances or disorders of the 
jaw joint.

P'ar too many people remain 
de\italized and unproductive 
because

persistent 
headaches. Many have tried 
wide varieties of medicines 
without any benefit. The key. of 
course, to the eradication of 
headaches is to determ ine its 
exact cause by intensive study. 
Unless the cause is deter­ 
mined, medical treatm ent at 
best is haphazard and rarely 
fruitful.

"Everybody calls it the rape 


class," teacher Judy Richmond 
said. "It's called the self 
defense class, but it really in- 
volves a lot more than that." 


The class was started last 


year by Mrs. Richmond and 
team teacher Kay Seamonson 
after a number of parents and 
students expressed 
concern 


about a wave of rapes on Mil- 
waukee's South Side. 


"We really didn't know much 


about rape, but we studied up on 
the basics of self defense and 
brought in people to talk to the 
girls," Mrs. Richmond said. 
"Most of the sophomores, 
juniors and seniors took the 
course." 


The class, part of St. Francis 


High's elective physical educa- 
tion program, begins with Mrs. 
Richmond 
teaching 
the 


rudiments of self defense, which 
she learned from a book. 


"We don't get into any real 


judo or anything like that," said 
Mrs. Richmond, 27. "We just 
show the girls how to really hit 
and kick and chop, and where to 
do it. We also try to teach the 
value 
of 
the 
element 
of 


surprise." 


However, she said the class 


tries to encompass other as- 
pects of rape, including what 
motivates 
a 
rapist, 
what 


different emotional states a 
rapist may be in, how to go 
about prosecuting for rape and 
what mental and emotional 
pressures may come to bear on 
a woman who has been raped. 


Police officers, psychologists, 


rape victims, judo experts and 
others who know about a 
woman's handling of a rape or 


attempted rape come in to talk 
to the class, and the girls do 
outside research with lawyers to 
learn the legal steps involved in 
rape prosecution. 


"We try to get the girls to 


think about what would happen 
to them and how they would 
react, including the emotional 
pros and cons," said Mrs. 
Richmond. 


She said the girls are also told 


how to judge whether to fight or 
give in, depending on their 
chances of escape. 


"The main thing we try to 


teach them is to stall as long as 
they can, talking to the man 
until maybe he cools down or 
help comes along," she said. 


She said many girls at first 


thought class was a lark but 
soon changed their minds. 


"Especially when one of the 


girls in the class was almost at- 
tacked but managed to get out 
of it," Mrs. Richmond said.

U-M Tentative Agreement 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) — A tentative agreement in a 


month-long strike of graduate assistants at the University of 
Michigan has been reached although the employes will remain off 
the job pending settlement of two non-contract items. The 
settlement was reached Monday following 13 hours of talks. Under 
the tentative pact, which must'be ratified by union members, 
graduate assistants would get a 5.6 per cent salary increase, 
receive a 10 per cent tuition rebate this year and pay $440 for 
tuition in 1975-76, about 80 per cent of the planned rate. The issues 
hampering a return to work were' proposals to make up for missed 
work and guarantees that no disciplinary action would be taken 
against strikers, members of the Graduate Emploves Organiza- 
tion. 


Abortion Rule Proposed 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Abortions for women more than 14 


weeks pregnant could be performed only in a hospital under rules 
proposed by the state Department of Public Health. The limit was 
dropped last month from proposed guidelines governing abortion 
clinics on the recommendation of the attorney general's office, 
which said it was too specific and infringed on the state board that 
licenses physicians. But it was restored after a number of doctors 
and consumer representatives complained. The risk of death from 
abortion is seven times greater after the woman has. passed her 
12th week of pregnancy. Restoration of the, provision was an- 
nounced by Dr. Hermann Zicl, chief of the health department's 
bureau of health facilities. 


Filing Fee May Be Dropped 


LANSING, Mich.(AP) — People could get on the Michigan 


ballot only by filing nominating petitions under two amendments 
to the state election law proposed in the^Senate. The amendments 
would void the current option of paying a $100 filing-fee in lieu of 
a nominating petition to become a candidate, "the $100 filing fee, 
which now may be substituted for a nominating petition, has;the 
effect of discriminating against the candidate who is short-funded 
and is unable to consider such an option," said Sen. William 
Faust, D-Westland, sponsor of the measures. The amendments 
would repeal the filing option for all candidates elected to public 
office except persons running for judiciary posts.

to buy a separate $7.50 license. The extra cost — they hope - will 
eliminate some of the casual and poorly trained and equipped 


' archers. 


These Bow Hunters Association people believe the archer who 


gets out only a few times a year is a,threat to their sport 


"This is the time to weed out the casual, careless and often 


thoughtless individuals who buy a bow and call themsleves a bow 
hunter," says the association's newsletter — "Michigan Bow 
Hunter." 


"Let's rid the woods of the weekend stumble bums who threaten 


to end our sport of bow hunting. We can't afford the degrading 
image that these reckless hordes of so-called hunters are 
presenting to the public." 


Well, this weekend tow hunter thinks the backers of the idea of 


a separate license just want to have more of the woods to them- 
selves. 


Who buys the Sportsman's License anyway? It's certainly not 


the casual and poorly trained and equipped sportsman. The 
Sportsman's License is only a bargain for the outdoorsman who 
hunts both small and big game with a gun and bow. 


And what kind of hunter is poorly trained and equipped? Most 


archers go into the field with at least a 45-pound bow, a weapon 
with plenty of power to down a whitetail. And as for training. A 
little shooting at a backyard target soon produces a good grouping. 
You don't have to hit the bullseye everytime. Certainly, not all 
hunters who go out with shotguns or rifles qualified as "experts" 
during their Army days. 


It's agreed that shooting a deer with a bow and arrow isn't a 


savory idea to many because death to the animal is seldom instant. 
But the whole hunting fraternity is under attack by some because 
their sport is "cruel." 


If these anti-hunters could get out in the golden autumn with a 


bow hunter — any bow hunter — they certainly would get a better 
understanding of how Mother Nature works 
she's "cruel," too.

Western Electric, the manufac- 
turing and supply unit of the 
Bell Telephone system, had 1974 
sales of $7.38 billion an increase 
of $345 million over 1973, but 
made less profit than in 1973, 
the company said in its annual 
report released today. 


Western Electric President 


Donald E- Procknow noted that 
1974 had been a year of uncom- 
mon financial stress. The com- 
pany went through a strike that 
halted 
operations 
at 
its 


manufacturing plants for four 
weeks and also felt the tremen- 
dous impact of inflation. 


For example, the wholesale 


price index of the major raw 
materials used by Western 
Electric climbed even higher 
than the 24 per cent rise for in- 
dustrial commodities. 


As a result, the company's net 


income dropped from $315 
million to $311 million. Return 
on 
total 
net 
investment 


decreased from 10 per cent in 
1973 to 9.5 per cent last year. 
The firm is currently building a 
materials center near Niles in 
Berrien county. 


On prices the firm said that 


between January, 1950 and 
December, 1974, prices for all of 
its manufactured products rose 
20 per cent, although its labor 
costs increased 262 per cent and 
raw material costs went up 164 
percent. 


A major factor in keeping 


prices down the firm said was 
the company's engineering cost 
reduction 
program, 
which 


reached a record $164 million in 
1974. 


In 1974, Western Electric 


purchased $3.4 billion 
in 


supplies, 
manufacturing 


materials and transportation 
services 
from 
over 50,000 


suppliers in 4500 cities. More 
than 90 per cent of these 
suppliers were small businesses 
having fewer than 500 employes. 


The company also continued 


to expand its business with 
minority-owned suppliers. Dur- 
ing the year, the number of such 
suppliers increased from 600 to 
700, and the value of this 
business increased by 50 per 
cent to $31 billion. 


In 1974 Western Celectric also 


began construction of its new 
material management center in 
Bertrand township, Niles Mich. 
Construction at the center near, 
Niles is now ahead of schedule 
and 
an employment 
office 


should be opening this fall with 
the first hiring beginning in 
December. 


The $5 million center will be 


operational by Jan. 2,1978. The 
company already has three 
material management centers
